"WE TAKE SERIOUSLY INDIA'S AFFIRMATION THAT IT HAS NO

AFFAIRS. "BUT INDIA OF COURSE HAS THE CAPABILITY TO

ROLE IN THIS MULTILATERAL ENDEAVOR." 

THE INDIAN GOVERNMENT EXPLODED AN UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR 
DEVICE MAY 18, JOINING BRITAIN, FRANCE, CHINA, THE 
UNITED STATES AND THE SOVIET UNION IN THE EXCLUSIVE 
CLUB OF NUCLEAR POWERS. 

SINCE THEN, PRIME MINISTER INDIRA GANDHI REPEATEDLY HAS 
PROMISED INDIA WILL USE ITS NEW NUCLEAR POWER ONLY 
FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. BUT HER PLEDGES HAVE BEEN 
GREETED WITH SCEPTICISM IN MANY QUARTERS, INCLUDING 
WASHINGTON. 

KISSINGER HIMSELF IN THE PAST HAS SAID THAT FOR A NON- 
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NUCLEAR NATION TURNING NUCLEAR, THERE IS NO DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN EXPLOSIONS FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES AND MILITARY 
TEST BLASTS. 

HIS CAREFUL LANGUAGE ABOUT "TAKING SERIOUSLY ' THE 
INDIAN NO- ARMS PLEDGE WAS SEEN AS AN ATTEMPT TO UNDER- 
LINE CONCERN ABOUT NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION WITHOUT 
INJURING THE SENSITIVITIES OF INDIAN OFFICIALS. 

MRS. GANDHI GAVE KISSINGER A FROSTY RECEPTION AT THE 
START OF HIS VISIT, WHICH IS AIMED AT MENDING RELATIONS 
BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND INDIA. BUT LATER THEY 
BOTH AGREED THAT THOSE RELATIONS ARE "ON THE WAY UP." 
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KISSINGER'S COMMENTS ON NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION WERE 
DESIGNED, ACCORDING TO U.S. OFFICIALS, AS THE 
SECRETARY'S MAJOR PUBLIC ADDRESS DURING HIS 
THREE-DAY RECONCILIATION VISIT TO INDIA. 

"A WORLD IN WHICH AN EVER-INCREASING NUMBER OF NATIONS 
POSSESSES NUCLEAR WEAPONS VASTLY MAGNIFIES THE RISKS 
OF BOTH REGIONAL AND GLOBAL CONFLICT, " HE SAID. 

"AND PROLIEERATION COMPLICATES - IF IT DOES 

NOT INHIBIT - INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN THE PEACEFUL 

USES OF THE ATOM." 

KISSINGER WAS REPORTED TO HAVE CARRIED A SIMILAR MESSAGE 
TO MRS. GANDHI DURING HIS TALKS WITH HER AND FM Y.B. 

CHAV AN EARLIER TODAY. KISSINGER AND MRS. GANDHI 
EXPRESSED CONFIDENCE AS THEY ENTERED THE TALKS THAT INDO- 
AMERICAN RELATIONS WERE IMPROVING. 

"THE TALKS WERE CONDUCTED IN A VERY FRIENDLY 
ATMOSPHERE WITH THE ATTITUDE OF BETTERING OUR RELATIONS," 
KISSINGER SAID. "I THINK WE ARE ACHIEVING THIS." 

"THEY WERE GOOD TALKS," MRS. GANDHI SAID. "I AM HAPPY

BOTH KISSINGER AND MRS. GANDHI SAID RELATIONS WERE 
NOT ONLY GOOD BUT "ON THE WAY UP." 

MRS. GANDHI TOLD NEWSMEN AFTER THE FIRST MEETING THAT 
"THE TALKS WERE GOOD, " AND KISSINGER HIMSELF SAID THAT 

THEY HAD GONE "VERY WEEL." U.S. OFFICIALS ADDED THAT THE 
GANDHI-KISSINGER CONVERSATIONS WERE FRIENDLY AND
